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£5 up for grabs 


A TEAM of six con artists 
- including a grand¬ 
mother, mother and 
daughter - swindled an 
elderly widow suffering 
from dementia out of 
hundreds of thousands 
of pounds, it has been 
alleged in court. 

Wealthy Catherine Devas - 
who suffered from dementia 
and was partially paralysed - 
had around £500,000 in her 
bank account in 2003 - but 
this had dwindled away to 
virtually nothing by the time 
of her death at the age of 83 in 
2006, Cambridge Crown Court 
was told. 

Prosecutors claimed the 
fraudsters used the cash to go 
on a luxury shopping trip to 
New York and even tried to 
swindle her home from her for 
around half its worth. 

Her carers Deborah Atkinson, 
of The Street, Lidgate, and 
Zandra Mackay and four 
members of their families have 
been accused of defrauding Mrs 
Devas, who lived in Beaufort 
Place, Cambridge. 

The court heard how £216,000 
of Mrs Devas’ money ended up 
in the bank account of Atkinson. 
The 48-year-old has already 
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pleaded guilty to three charges 
of conspiracy to defraud. 

Her 79-year-old mother Beryl 
Benbow is accused of pocketing 
£48,000, and her daughter 
Sophie Atkinson, 23, of taking 
£3,800. Both live in The Street, 
Lidgate. 

The first charge relates to all 
the defendants, and is admitted 
by Deborah Atkinson and 
Marcus Mackay, and alleges that 
between January 2003 and 
December 2006, withdrawals 
were made from Mrs Devas’ 
savings using cheques and bank 
cards. 

The jury was shown several 
cheques believed to have been 
written out by Mrs Devas’ carers 
- with her “spidery signature” 
added afterwards. 

Michael Magee, prosecuting, 
said: “It really was a case of ‘sign 
here, dear’.” He added: “Did Mrs 
Devas know what she was 
doing? The prosecution’s case is: 
‘no she didn’t’.” Mr Magee told 
the court thousands of pounds 
were siphoned from Mrs Devas’ 
savings and used to pay for 
carpets and flooring, financial 
advice, solicitors’ fees, Inland 
Revenue bills and loan charges.

The jury heard Mrs Devas’ 
credit card funded a lavish 
£1,668 spending spree in “high 
end shops” on a mini break to 
New York by Deborah and Sophie 
Atkinson. When confronted by 
police, Benbow claimed the 
money had been gifted to her by 
Mrs Devas, adding: “She was a 
very generous lady.” 

Sophie Atkinson denies one 
charge of conspiracy to defraud, 
and Benbow has pleaded not 
guilty to two charges. Zandra 
Mackay, 62, of Wilkin Walk, 
Cottenham, denies three 
charges. 

Her son Marcus Mackay, 43, 
from Romford in Essex, 
previously admitted three 
charges, but his ex-wife Sharron 
Mackay, 41, from Hightown in 
Hampshire, has denied two 
charges of conspiracy to defraud. 

The second count of 
conspiracy to defraud concerns a 
document dated December 2005 
purporting to be Mrs Devas’ will, 
which named Marcus Mackay as 
the sole beneficiary and Benbow 
as the executor. Deborah 
Atkinson and Marcus Mackay 
admitted the offence, but 
Benbow and Zandra Mackay 
deny it. 

The third count involves all 
three Mackays plus Deborah 
Atkinson, who are accused of 
falsely declaring Mrs Devas 
wished to sell the leasehold of 
her flat to Sharron Mackay for 
£150,000, between luly and 
December 2006. 

The trial, which is expected to 
last for five weeks, continues.

Children’s services 
boss to step down 


THE director of 
children’s social care 
in Cambridgeshire has 
quit to “seek new 
opportunities”. 

Gordon leyes will 
step down on fune 30 
after five years with 
Cambridgeshire 
County Council, it was 
announced this week. 

He is currently 
executive director for 
children and young 
people’s services. 

The resignation 
came ahead of the 
publication of a 
serious case review 
into the death of Faith 
Lovemore, from 
Milton, who was six 
weeks old when she 
was killed by her 
mentally ill mother 
lulia Lovemore. 

A court heard Mrs 
Lovemore, 41, of The 
Rowans, “withdrew 
from available 
services” and that 
there had been “no 
positive impact” into 
the family - but the 
council said there is 
no connection bet¬ 
ween the case and Mr 
Jeyes’ departure. 

In an email to 
members, chief 
executive Mark Lloyd 
said Mr leyes had 
taken the decision 
“after extremely 
careful consideration” 
and wanted to “seek 
new opportunities”. 


He is planning to 
work as a freelance 
consultant in the 
private sector. 

Mr Lloyd said: “I am 
sure county coun¬ 
cillors will join with 
me in wishing Gordon 
every success for the 
future and will equally 
wish to take the 
opportunity over the 
coming months to 
thank Gordon for his 
contribution and 
service to both the 
council and the 
children and young 
people of Cambridge¬ 
shire.” 

Mr Jeyes led social 
workers through the 
difficult time in the 
aftermath of the Baby 
P tragedy in Haringey, 
which put care of 
children across the 
country in the spot¬ 
light. 

The scandal trigg¬ 
ered a rise in the 
number of youngsters 
being taken into care 
in Cambridgeshire, 
with just under 500 
currently being looked 
after by relatives, 
foster families, or in 
residential homes. 

Recruiting social 
workers has also been 
a challenge, but the 
vacancy rate of 
around 13 per cent - 
equivalent to 26 posts 
- is the lowest it has 
been for some time.

Police hunt swan 
killer who left gun 


A SWAN was shot twice 
in the neck and left to 
die after the gunman 
was disturbed by two 
walkers. 

The man was spotted 
carrying the wounded bird 
under his arm in Stow-cum- 
Quy, sparking fears it was 
being taken away to be eaten. 
But when he was seen he 
dumped the swan and his air 
rifle and ran off. 

Cambridgeshire police and 
RSPCA officers have launched 
a joint hunt for the man after 
the swan was killed on 
Monday at around 4pm. 

Stow-cum-Quy residents 
Christopher Grey, 64, and his 
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wife Nadia, 70, who fed the 
swan for almost a decade, 
caught the man in the act. Mr 
Grey said: “I saw this white 
flapping out of the corner of 
my eye and headed over to 
look. The man was carrying 
the swan but when he saw us 
he dumped it in a ditch. 

“That’s when I saw the gun 
on the floor and went over to 
the swan. 

“It had been shot in the 
neck. It was still alive but died 
about 15 minutes later. I fed 
that bird for years and then I 
had to hold it dying in my 


arms, it’s absolutely dis¬ 
gusting.” 

RSPCA Inspector Chris Nice 
made a joint appeal with 
police for information. Killing 
or injuring a swan carries a 
fine of up to £5,000 and six 
months in prison because 
they are under royal 
protection. 

He said: “We are working 
closely with the police to trace 
the man using fingerprints, 
DNA and ballistics evidence.” 

It is feared the animal could 
have been killed to be eaten 
after there were reports of 
migrants killing swans for 
food on the River Nene in 
Peterborough. 

Insp Nice added: “There are 


idiots out there who will shoot 
anything but the fact that he 
was carrying the swan away 
does seem to show that it was 
being taken away to be eaten. 
However, we are not assuming 
the culprit is a migrant.” 

Until 1998 the offence of 
killing a swan was treason, as 
the birds belong to the Crown 
under an ancient charter. 

The man was in his 40s, 5ft 
9in, of slim build with grey or 
light wavy hair, wearing blue 
trousers and a light coloured 
top. He made his getaway in a 
dark blue estate car. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “We appeal to anyone 
with information to contact 
us on 0345 456 4564.”

Farmer and 
BNP activist 
admits having 
explosives 

A BNP activist from Laken- 
heath has admitted illegally 
possessing explosive materials. 

David Lucas, of South Road, 
pleaded guilty to possession of 
a controlled explosive sub¬ 
stance without a licence when 
he appeared at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Friday. 

But the 49-year-old farmer, 
who is a leading member of the 
British National Party, denied 
having an explosive substance 
under suspicious circum¬ 
stances and being in pos¬ 
session of an offensive weapon. 

The offences are alleged to 
have been committed on April 
23 last year. 

The court also heard pros¬ 
ecutors had decided not to 
pursue a fourth alleged offence 
of possessing ammunition with 
intent to endanger life. 

Judge John Holt told Lucas 
that he would stand trial at the 
same court on July 25. The 
hearing is expected to last for 
four days. 

Lucas was granted bail, 
which will require him to 
remain to live and sleep at 
either South Road, Lakenheath, 
or at a caravan at Black Dyke 
Farm in Hockwold. 

Lucas has also been ordered 
not to contact William Hudson 
or Robert Chipperfield and not 
to attempt to leave the UK. 


Strip clubs may 
be regulated by 
new licensing 


A LAP dancing club will be 
hit by new fees costing 
thousands of pounds - and 
could even lose its licence. 

Heaven Gentleman’s Club, in 
High Street, Newmarket, is one of 
two licensed strip clubs which 
could be affected by the changes 
to licensing laws proposed by 
Forest Heath District Council. 

The second is Usher’s at 
Lakenheath Country Club. 

Members of the counciFs 
licensing committee voted on 
Monday to push ahead with plans 
for a ‘sex establishment policy’, 
which will force strip clubs to 
apply for licences under tough 
new rules. 

The council will also charge a 
new £J,207 annual levy on the 
district’s strip clubs and a one-off 
fee of up to £5,000 to obtain a 
licence. 

Jason Newell, managing 
director of Heaven, said: “Getting 
the licence is not guaranteed. 

“There are no grandfather 
rights and they will assess us on a 
number of criteria, which we will 
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have to meet. If we do not obtain 
this licence, it will put a number 
of staff’s job at risk and will 
simply put more strain on the 
local social and support services. 

“We just hope we are successful 
with our application. 

“We have never had any 
problems with the council or 
police. If anything, they are really 
impressed with how we run our 
business.” 

On the new legislation, he 
added: “It’s good that only well- 
run establishments will be able to 
operate. I suppose £1,200 is not 
too bad, but we also have to pay a 
fee of up to £5,000, which puts 
further financial strain on our 
business.” 

Under existing rules, strip clubs 
are treated the same as pubs or 
clubs. The new rules will create a 
new category of ‘sex 
entertainment venue’ - classing 
strip joints in the same category 
as a sex shop - with tougher rules 


than normal licensed premises. 

The powers are intended to 
give the public a greater say if a 
new strip club wants to open. 

Residents can now object if the 
club is ‘out of character’ to a 
particular area. 

However, Cllr Eddie Stewart 
spoke out against the changes. 

He said: “I do not see why we 
need to adopt these powers. 

“I do not recall any problems in 
Newmarket or at Usher’s. 

“Why bring in a policy that will 
cost money and time?” 

But committee chairman Cllr 
Roger Dicker believed the 
changes were necessary after 
hearing from officers that strip 
club operators were keen to set 
up new venues in Forest Heath. 

He said: “The public is 
frustrated about how powerless 
we are regarding licensed 
premises. We could have problem 
if there was not this new layer of 
bureaucracy.”

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Council tax 
dodgers face 
bankruptcy

PEOPLE owing council tax could 
face bankruptcy proceedings. 

Three councils in the Anglia 
Revenues Partnership have 
vowed to serve bankruptcy 
petitions on householders who 
have persistently avoided paying 
the tax. 

The action should help bring 
in more than £34,000 in out¬ 
standing tax owed to Forest 
Heath District Council, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
and Breckland Council, which 
are all members of the financial 
partnership. 

Cllr Rona Burt, deputy chair¬ 
man of Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “In order to keep 
your council tax bill low, and to 
be fair to those who do pay their 
council tax, all councils have to 
collect the money quickly and 
efficiently, using every method 
available to them. 

“Unfortunately there is always 
a small minority of people who 
choose not to pay or who 
deliberately avoid payment of 
their council tax. It is these 
deliberate non payers we will 
target. 

“The ARP, working on our 
behalf, will continue to utilise 
every recovery method available 
in order to recover unpaid 
council tax.” 

A council spokeswoman said 
98 per cent of householders paid 
the tax promptly. 

But she said that anyone 
facing genuine financial 
hardship should tell the council 
or ARP and seek help. She said 
independent organisations such 
as the Citizens’ Advice Bureau 
could also provide help with 
debt management. 


TWO lorries collided in an accident that left 
debris scattered across the A14 and caused 
rush-hour chaos for motorists. 

A lorry belonging to Glasswells World of 
Furniture had broken down on the 
eastbound carriageway, around half a mile 
east of the junction with the A142 to Soham, 


when the other vehicle crashed into the side 
of it, at around 5.04pm on Tuesday last 
week. 

One lane was closed, with drivers 
reporting long delays as the debris, 
including mattresses, was cleared from the 
road. 


A Suffolk police spokesman said: “One 
lorry had suffered a mechanical failure and 
had broken down when it was hit by the 
other one.” 

No injuries were reported, he added. 

The second lorry involved in the incident 
was white and belonged to Savage Haulage. 



District website 
wins top marks 

A COUNCIL’S website has been praised 
as a national example of good practice. 
Forest Heath District Council's website 
is one of only 15 across the country to 
have maintained an A grading given by 
national body Socitm which looked at 
433 council websites for accessibility 
by people with disabilities. 

Cllr Tony Wheble, Forest Heath’s 
computer and technology champion, 
said: “To retain this grading is a 
tremendous achievement and a 
testament to the very hard work of the 
ICT team and those who work on the 
development of the website, which we 
believe is a key communication tool for 
our residents.” 

In its document Better Connected 2010: 
a snapshot of all local authority 
websites, Socitm says: “The prime 
reason for accessibility is that badly 
designed and implemented websites 
can make it difficult, or impossible, for 
disabled people to use the internet. 
Achieving level A is a major landmark in 
the development of a council website.” 

Six tickets issued after 
month of road checks 

POLICE issued just six fixed penalty 
speeding tickets during four weeks of 
checks on roads where residents had 
complained about motorists breaking 
the limit. 

Members of the Newmarket Safer 
Neighbourhood Team (SNT) carried out 
speed checks in Burwell Road, Exning, 
and Snailwell Road, Newmarket, after 
the issue was made a priority. 

Sgt Mark Shipton, from Newmarket 
SNT, said: “We regularly receive 
complaints about dangerous driving 
and particularly speeding. Motorists 
who speed through residential 
neighbourhoods are very often unaware 
of the impact their actions have on local 
residents, or the danger they pose to 
other road users and so we will 
continue to carry out speed 
enforcement in Newmarket and 
Exning.” The speeding issue has been 
withdrawn as a priority for the team.

School oil leak 
hits classrooms 


VILLAGE school pupils 
may have to use temp¬ 
orary classrooms until 
next February after a 
major oil leak caused 
pollution. 

Mobile buildings were put on 
the playground at Cheveley 
Primary School following the 
discovery of a leak in the 
school’s heating system. 

The leak, discovered at the 
end of last year, put two 
classrooms and a toilet area out 
of use because of fumes. 

As a result, Cambridgeshire 
education chiefs brought in a 
double mobile classroom, 
measuring about 54ft by 20ft, 
and a temporary toilet. 

Around half the school’s 120 
pupils are now using the 
temporary building while 
county council and Environ¬ 
ment Agency experts try to 
tackle the pollution. 

Now the county council has 
made a formal application for 
planning permission to retain 
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the temporary buildings up to 
next February. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is being asked to 
comment on the retrospective 
application. 

Letters and reports attached 
to the application show that a 
“major decontamination 
process” has been needed. 

Drains, water supply pipes 
and soil has been affected by 
the leak from an underground 
oil pipe. 

New pipes have already been 
laid to replace those affected - 
including the water supply. 

But county council officials 
have said it remains unclear 
how long it will take to tackle 
the pollution and allow the 
children to return to their main 
school building. 

A county council spokesman 
said: “The planning application 
for temporary classrooms has 


been made following an oil leak 
at the school late last year. 

“Odours from the oil, whilst 
not harmful, were causing a 
nuisance which if not dealt with 
quickly could have disrupted 
the education of the children. 

“As a result, the county 
council, in consultation with 
the school’s management team, 
decided to provide temporary 
accommodation whilst the oil 
leak is cleaned up. 

“Extensive site investigations 
have been carried out and the 
county council has been 
working with a specialist 
environmental consultant, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council and the Environment 
Agency to identify the most 
effective way of cleaning up the 
spill.” 

The spokesman was unable to 
say how much it was costing to 
clear up the spillage and 
provide the temporary 
classrooms. 
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Historic £5 note may 
bank its owner £350 


A RARE Newmarket £5 note 
produced just over 100 years 
ago when the town was still 
printing its own money is set 
to fetch up to £350 at an 
auction. 

The valuable black and white 
Edwardian fiver, with its value 
underprinted in green, is em¬ 
blazoned with the words 
“Newmarket Bank” and was issued 
by the privately-owned Newmarket 
Bank on May 7,1902 - just a few 
weeks before the coronation of King 
Edward VII. 

Newmarket Bank was one of the 
oldest and most successful privately- 
owned banks in East Anglia. 
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It was founded by Hammond & Co 
in 1770 and, while hundreds of other 
provincial banks in Britain went 
bust, it overcame all the economic 
crises of the 19th century and con¬ 
tinued trading until 1905, when it 
was taken over by Barclays Bank. 

The Newmarket fiver was due to 
be auctioned by Spink at its head¬ 
quarters in Bloomsbury, London, 
yesterday when it was expected to 
sell for between £250 and £350. 

Auctioneers Spink describe the 
note as “scarce” and despite its age 
they say it is in “good fine” 


condition. 

Barnaby Faull, head of the 
banknotes department at Spink, 
said: “All towns and cities in England 
used to issue their own banknotes. 

“Merchants would get together 
and start up their own banks, but 
their notes, which were like IOUs, 
could only be used locally. 

“But when these provincial banks 
went bust their notes became 
completely worthless.” 

In the late 1700s and the 1800s 
there were hundreds of privately- 
owned banks throughout England 
and Wales, all printing their own 
money, because - before motorways 
and security firms - it was too diffi¬ 
cult and dangerous bringing 


quantities of cash from London. 

This is not the first time that a 
Newmarket banknote has come up 
for sale at Spink. 

On September 30, 2004, a 1903 
Newmarket £10 note sold for £280. 

Cambridge also printed its own 
money. 

The Cambridge Bank was founded 
by John Mortlock & Company some 
time before 1780. 

A rival Cambridge bank, run by 
two businessmen named Skrine and 
Humphrey, was launched in 1823, 
but went bust in 1845. 

Another Cambridge bank, run by 
Barker & Eaden, also started in 1823 
and from 1827 was run by F D 
Barker. That also went bust, in 1840.

Sergeant Mark Shipton, 
from the town’s safer 
neighbourhoods team, said: 
“Historically this type of theft 
occurs from building sites, 
however more recently 
offenders have been gaining 
entry to empty or un¬ 
inhabited residential and 


business properties to obtain 
the metal. 

“We think the rise in this 
type of theft is occurring as a 
result of the continuing 
increase of prices of scrap 
copper. 

“Offenders can cause 
extensive and costly damage 
to properties, ripping out 


radiators, pulling pipes from 
walls and removing pipes 
from lofts. 

“On some occasions the 
water has not been shut off 
prior to the pipes being 
removed causing additional 
water damage. 

“There is also a real 
possibility that someone may 


try to remove gas pipes that 
could obviously result in a 
potentially dangerous gas 
leak.” 

Officers are advising people 
not to leave their properties 
vacant when possible or to 
take precautions to ensure a 
property does not look empty 
or dilapidated.

Sir, I feel sure that the vast 
majority of your readers will 
identify fully with my concerns, 
and yet sadly a sizeable minority 
reading this will tut! tut! tut! with 
agreement and yet will be the very 
perpetrators of the crime of 
littering: I make no apology if I 
offend their sensitivities. 

My wife and I travel extensively 
in connection with our work, 
predominantly throughout East 
Anglia, and wherever we go it is 
plainly evident that the 
countryside as well as our cities 
and towns are drowning under an 
ever growing carpet of rubbish. 
Before we set off on our day’s 
work, we hang a plastic bag from 
one of several cup holders in our 
van and collect all sweet and 
sandwich wrappers, which is then 
dispensed into the correct bins on 
returning home: what could be 
simpler. 

Why aren’t the county and local 
councils fulfilling their 
obligations to clear up the 
appalling mountains of refuse 
that in many cases have been in 
evidence for years? 

In fact, they can if they wish 
contact me through your 
newspaper, and I’ll be more than 
happy to spend a day taking them 
on a guided tour. 

A typical case is Fordham Road 
between Newmarket town centre 
to the warehouse occupied by 
Turners of Soham. 

We have been travelling along 
this road for a good many years 
and we can never recall it being 
clear of rubbish and litter. 

Here can be found cans, old 
tyres, food wrappers and even 
polythene bags from Tesco that 
hang like bunting from bushes on 
both sides of the road. Sadly, this 
is representative of vast swathes 
of the UK. 

Whenever we have seen any 
evidence of litter picking, the 
operatives only seem to remove 
that which is easily accessible 
along the visible margins of the 
carriageways, and that which is 
entrenched under trees and 
bushes rarely, if ever, gets 
removed: sadly litter begets litter. 

On reflection, no doubt the 
reluctance to perform a high level 
clean-up would be governed by 
“elf and safety” or contravene 
someone’s “yuman rights” (with 
apologies to the Daily Mail’s 
Richard Littlejohn). 

A possible solution would be to 
make use of work-shy claimants 
on jobseekers’ allowances, those 
with Asbos and, just to be sure 
they don’t abscond, shackle them 
with chains to keep them fully 
focused. 

On a serious note, I look 
forward to comments and some 
meaningful action from the 
county and local councils on how 
they are going to use our council 
tax to perform a statutory 
requirement of keeping our 
streets and by-ways free from 
litter. After all is said and done, 
with an election imminent, what 
better way to show willing... if 
you get my drift.

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Recycle plan 
protesters 
win support 



DISTRICT council¬ 
lors have highlighted 
worries about con¬ 
troversial plans to 
develop a former 
scrapyard into a 
major recycling 
operation.

permission can be 
granted as it is res¬ 
ponsible for all issues 
related to waste. 

Members of East 
Cambridgeshire’s 
planning committee 
asked that the county 
should take note of 
concerns about noise 
and traffic from the 
scheme - which would 
bring 75 lorry visits a day. 

The old station, which 
has been closed for more 
than 40 years since the 
“Beeching Axe” shut the 
branch line to 
Mildenhall, was prev¬ 
iously used as a 
scrapyard. 

The current plan 
would mean the 
demolition of the old 
station building and the 
construction of a 
“materials recovery 
facility” together with a 
lorry workshop, offices 
and facilities for workers. 

Residents have argued 
that the operation should 
be sited on an industrial 
estate - not in a rural 


setting. 

They have complained 
that the scheme to use 
the six-acre former 
station site also en¬ 
croaches onto adjoining 
farm land. 

They are worried that it 
will result in traffic jams 
as well as noise and 
smells. 

It is currently unclear 
when the county council 
will decide whether to 
give planning per¬ 
mission. 

Cllr John Abbott, one 
of Fordham’s district 
councillors, said: “It 
would have been difficult 
to object because there is 
already planning per¬ 
mission for part of the 
site. 

“I wanted this dis¬ 
cussed by the committee 
because there is a lot of 
concern in the village. 

“We are trying to urge 
the county council to put 
on very strict conditions 
about noise control and 
working hours.” 

He added: “We also 
wanted some very careful 
controls about traffic 
routing and access.”

Swearing in for ancient role 


JUDGES’ wigs, plumed hats 
and other ceremonial garb 
were the order of the day - 
for the swearing in of 
Cambridgeshire’s new High 
Sheriff. 

The man assuming the 
ancient office is Dr Nigel 
Brown, one of the region’s 
best-known business figures, 
who takes over the reins 
from Lady de Ramsey. 

A spokeswoman for the 
High Sheriff’s office said: 
“The office of sheriff 


developed under the Saxon 
kings and has 

continued ever since. On the 
eve of Matinmas - November 
12 - each year, nominations 
for the Office of High Sheriff 
take place at a ceremony in 
the Royal Courts of Justice. 
The following March the list 
is submitted to the Queen 
who, in an ancient tradition 
using a bodkin, ‘pricks’ the 
Sheriffs for the following 
year. 

“The High Sheriff is then 


formally sworn into his office 
in a ceremony according to 
local custom and practice.” 

This year, installation of 
the High Sheriff took place 
for the first time in the new 
Cambridge Crown Court, East 
Road. 

Centuries ago the sheriffs 
had wide-ranging 
responsibility, including 
supervising local tax 
collection, but their role 
nowadays is largely 
ceremonial. 


Tributes for

A LONG-serving 
councillor who “was 
always there to 
help” has died at the 
age of 90.

A FRAUDSTER oper¬ 
ated a business under 
the name of Trotter

The court heard that 
Aves had previously 
appeared in court on 27 
occasions for 125 separate 
offences, some committed 
using 10 aliases and some 
from a prison cell. 

One of the company 
names he used was Trotter 
Independent Trading. 

Ten years ago Aves shot 
to public attention after 
managing to get himself 
released from Norwich 
Prison by using fake bail 
papers. He was later 
recaptured.

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Marathon in memory of 
a very special grandad 



F OR the last 
year, Kelly 
Wilson has 
spent every spare 
moment pounding 
the pavements. 

The 26-year-old has 
been out running at 
dawn, after dark, at 
weekends and in all 
weathers: wind, rain and 
even snow. She’s worn 
out two pairs of trainers, 
her feet are covered in 
blisters and her back’s 
killing her. 

But Kelly shows no 
signs of stopping. All this 
hard work has, she 
explains, been in 
preparation for this 
month’s London 
Marathon - which she’s 
running in memory of 
her adored grandad.

“Grandad Dick lived 
with us all my life, up 
until he died at the age of 
98,” says Kelly. “He was a 
real character, hilarious 
actually. He walked with 
a pair of sticks and he 
quite often used them to 
poke people: it was a bit 
of a nightmare when you 
were out, but it was 
hilarious. 

“And when he laughed, 
he laughed 'til he cried. It 
was so infectious: when 
he started we couldn’t 
help joining 
in... I’ve got a lot of 
happy memories and 
they’ve been coming 
back to me a lot lately. 

“It happens when I’m 
getting towards the end 
of a long run. I start 
thinking about him and I 
suddenly find myself 
having to hold back the 
tears. People must look 
at me and think ‘What IS 
that mad woman 
doing?”’ 

Sitting in a cafe, 
cradling a big mug of tea, 
the Royston girl explains 
she’s running the 
marathon both for her 
grandad and for Age UK 
- the newly-combined 
Age Concern and Help 
the Aged. The charity is, 
she adds, a cause very 


close to her heart: 
although Grandad Dick 
lived with his family, and 
had them round him 
right to the end, Kelly 
says she is painfully 
aware that a lot of elderly 
people live alone and, in 
many cases, face both 
sickness and poverty. 

“My aim is to raise 
£2,000 and the money is 
really important: Age UK 
does vital work,” says 
Kelly. “But it’s also about 
raising awareness. We’re 
all living longer and 
there are millions of 
elderly people out there 
in real need - in need of 
food, heating, care and 
companionship.” 

Help the Aged figures 
show that two million 
pensioners - that’s 18 per 
cent of the total number 
of pensioners in the UK - 
live below the poverty 
line. More than half of 
over-75s live alone. And 
more than a million say 
they feel trapped in their 
homes. 

“It really upsets me,” 
says Kelly. “Most of these 
people have worked all 
their lives, many of them 
have fought wars for us. 
Just simple things, like 
someone popping in 
once or twice a week to 
have a chat, can make a 
real difference to their 
quality of life.” 

Kelly decided to run 


the marathon early last 
summer. Although she 
was already “a bit of a 
gym bunny”, she says 
she needed to get her 
body used to road 
running - and covering 
marathon distances. 

“The most I’d done was 
about 10 minutes on the 
treadmill, so it was a 
huge change,” she 
laughs. “But I am quite a 
competitive person. I 
like to push myself. I’d 
always wanted to do a 
marathon and I thought, 
if I was going to do it, it 
should be for a purpose - 
for a really good cause.” 

To see Kelly now - tall, 
slim, incredibly toned - 
it’s hard to believe that, 
just a few short years 
ago, she weighed more 
than 15st. “I started 
gaining weight when I 
was at uni,” she says. 
“Believe it or not, I did a 
sports science degree. 

But I injured my ankle 
and couldn’t do anything 
for ages. I didn’t do 
anything and, at the 
same time, ate lots and 
drank lots - the way you 
do at uni. Over two and a 
half years I went up to 
15V2St. 

“I didn’t really pay that 
much attention until I 
went away on a football 
tour with my friends: I 
was in goal and quite 
drunk for most of it...

Anyway, when we got the 
pictures back I looked 
massive: it made me 
think ‘I have got to sort 
this out’. 

“I went on a really 
strict diet, cut our carbs 
completely. And I was 
doing my dissertation at 
the time, so I wasn’t 
drinking much cider. I 
also got myself a little 
trampette: I used to 
bounce around in our 
student house while 
watching Jeremy Kyle.” 

Soon the weight was 
falling off: within an 
incredible six months, 
Kelly got down to under 
11st, just right for her 5ft 
lOin frame. “As soon as I 
came home from uni I 
joined the gym and that 
was it: I’ve been going 
ever since,” adds Kelly, 
who grew up in the 
Hertfordshire town of 
Ware. 

Now living in Royston 
with her boyfriend Alex, 
Kelly works at Selwyn 
College, Cambridge, as 
an administrator. As part 
of her fundraising drive 
for Age UK she and Alex 
hosted a quiz night and 
raffle at the college this 
February: more than 100 
people went along and 
they raised almost £900. 

“Since I decided to do 
the marathon it’s taken 
over my life,” admits 
Kelly. “I’m just wearing in 
my third pair of trainers - 
my feet are a mess with 
blisters. I have been quite 
tough on myself: making 
myself get up early at the 
weekends to run, 


running after work on a 
Thursday night when it’s 
been dark and, more 
often than not, either 
raining or snowing. 

“That’s one of the 
toughest times, going out 
for a run when everyone 
else is staying in - and 
Alex is about to sit down 
and watch telly and eat 
pies ... But he has been 
brilliant, always 
encouraging me and 
checking I’m okay.” 

When Kelly started to 
reintroduce 
carbohydrates into her 
diet, after her strict 
weight loss regime, she 
discovered a wheat 
intolerance. As a result, 
she can’t eat bread and 
pasta which, as any long 
distance runner will 
know, are store cupboard 
staples when you’re 
training. “That has been 
tricky,” admits Kelly. “I 
have to make sure I’m 
stocked up with specialist 
things like rice pasta. It’s 
frustrating at times that I 
can’t just have a 
sandwich.” 

But, throughout it all, 
Kelly says she’s spurred 
on by thoughts of her 
grandad. “He was 
actually my great- 
grandad but, because he 
lived with us, he was like 
a second dad to me and 
my brother Nathan,” she 
continues. 

“Mum was his full-time 
carer. He didn’t lose any 
of his faculties, he was 
just old. But he needed 
help doing just about 
everything. We used to

take him to Tesco in his 
chair and, as soon as we 
weren’t looking, he’d use 
the handle of one of his 
sticks to swing himself 
round into the next aisle 

“And I’ll always 
remember this one 
occasion when he fell 
asleep with his false teeth 
in. His head had dropped 
onto his chest and his 
teeth started falling out 
bit by bit until they fell 
out altogether - and 
landed on his big belly. 
Nathan and I sat there 
watching the whole thing 
it was so funny.” 

Grandad Dick - whose 
proper name was Richard 
Brooks - was the 
grandfather of Kelly’s 
dad, Shaun. He once 
owned a stud and was, 
adds Kelly, full of stories 
about the people, places 
and horses he 
encountered in “the old 
days”. He died of 
pneumonia in 1999 when 
Kelly was 16. 

“That was a horrible 
time,” she says, with a 
shudder. “He left this 
great big hole behind 
him, a hole we didn’t 
know how we’d fill... 
Even though he was old, 
he was such a character - 
he still had so much to 
contribute.” 

Kelly’s marathon 
training is now almost 
complete. “I did a 17- 
mile race a couple of 
weeks ago,” she says. 
“They said the course 
was undulating: what 
they really meant was 
mountainous. At 14 miles 
someone gave me some 
jelly babies and I could 
have kissed them... But 
when I got to the end I 
believed, for the first 
time, that I can really do 
this -1 can do the 
marathon.” 

On April 25 she will 
join thousands of 
runners to complete the 
famous London circuit, 
which takes in many 
famous landmarks. 

“When I cross that line 
I’ll probably weep for a 
few hours, I just know I’m 
going to end up a 
grizzling wreck,” laughs 
Kelly. “But I’ll also be 
really happy - and really 
proud of myself.”

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Hotel fined over dirty 
kitchens is being sold 


A HOTEL hit with 
heavy fines for 
breaching food hyg¬ 
iene regulations is 
being sold. 

Mildenhall’s Riverside 
Hotel, which last year was 
prosecuted for having dirty 
kitchens, is being sold by its 
owners, Oxford Hotels and 
Inns. 

It is unclear whether the 
22-bedroom hotel will con¬ 
tinue as a hotel and what 
the future may hold for its 
17 staff. 

A spokeswoman for 
Oxford Hotels and Inns said 
contracts had been 
exchanged on the sale 
which has yet to be com¬ 
pleted. 

“It is uncertain what the 
building will be used for 
after the sale,” she said. 

“We are currently consult¬ 
ing with staff and Oxford 
Hotels and Inns will ensure 
that they are offered alter¬ 
native employment at the 
group’s other hotels in the 
region if necessary.”

Legend pays 
to Hollywood 


TWO things immediately surprise me about 
Debbie Reynolds. The first is when she picks up 
the phone at her Beverley Hills home and says 
“Hello Paul, thank you for calling”, before I’ve 
even introduced myself. The second is when 
she launches into an apology for something - a 
mix-up over interview slots - that wasn’t her 
fault. 

For any journalist familiar with the bruising PR machine 
of today’s movie industry, this throwback to a gentler, more 
courteous Hollywood age is disarming. But then, 

Hollywood did everything differently in Debbie’s day. 

“I was lucky to live in the golden age of Hollywood,” 

says the 78-year-old. 
“We had great studios 
behind us and we had 
people producing a 
variety of great films 
for us; we had 
gangster films, 
westerns, comedies 
... they weren’t all 
just science fiction and 
shoot ’em ups. We 
had more romantic 
films - more beautiful 
films.” 

The Debbie 
Reynolds Story would 
have made quite a 
picture in itself, back in 
those days. Born Mary 
Frances Reynolds in El 
Paso, Texas, in 1932, 
she endured hard 
times after father 


As she brings her variety show to 
Cambridge, the Hollywood legend Debbie 
Reynolds tells Paul Kirkley about the 
highlights and lowlights of 60 years in 
showbusiness. 

Raymond, a carpenter, lost his job and the family home 
at the height of the Great Depression. Having found work 
on the Southern Pacific Railroad, Raymond moved the 
family to California, where 16-year-old ‘Frannie’ entered the 
Miss Burbank beauty pageant, wowing the judges by lip- 
synching to Betty Hutton’s I’m A Square in the Social 
Circle. This being California, two of the judges happened to 
be talent scouts for Warner Brothers and MGM. A coin was 
tossed in order to decide who would be the first to screen 
test the new Miss Burbank; the Warner’s scout won, and 
Frannie signed a $65-a-week contract with the studio, 
where Jack Warner changed her first name to Debbie. 

Debbie Reynolds made her screen debut as a teenage 
extra in June Bride (1948). Further supporting roles 
followed but, when the studio decided she was too young 
to be properly developed, MGM stepped in and signed her 
to its standard seven-year, $300-a-week contract. 
“Everything happened like a story - like a fairytale,” recalls 
Debbie. “And then I fell into this fast lane of showbusiness. I 
was only 16; I knew nothing about showbusiness - nothing 
about acting and nothing about dancing or singing. To go 
from nothing to something glamorous and fabulous, I had 
to immediately study very hard.” 

The adventure intensified in 1951 when studio head 
Louis B Meyer instructed director Stanley Donen to cast 
Debbie as the female lead in a new musical, Singin’In The 
Rain, alongside Gene Kelly and Donald O’Connor. Half a 
century later, the film stands as one of the most successful, 
best-loved movies of all time.

“Gene Kelly says he insisted on having me, but I don’t 
believe that story,” says Debbie. “I remember Mr Meyer 
pushing me. He was the man who put me in Singin’ In The 
Rain. But Mr Kelly taught me. He taught me everything - 
how to act, how to dance, how to turn and face the 
camera, how to smile for the camera. He was quite a 
disciplinarian but he was a great teacher and I’m still 
around because of him.” 

By the mid-1950s, Debbie was one of Hollywood’s 
most bankable stars. Her romance with pop idol Eddie 
Fisher captured the imagination of the world; the Brangelina 
of their day, the couple married in 1955 and, the following 
year, Debbie gave birth to a daughter, Carrie, followed in 
1958 by a son, Todd. 

Shortly afterwards, Eddie Fisher’s best friend, Mike 
Todd, was killed in a plane crash. The singer spent a lot of 
time comforting Todd’s widow, Elizabeth Taylor, and the 
couple’s subsequent love affair became one of the biggest 
showbiz scandals of the age. 

Thus 1959 proved a year of extraordinary personal and 
professional contrasts for Debbie: she was ranked fifth 
among the world’s top box office stars, yet had to suffer 
losing her husband to “the most beautiful woman in the 
world”. How would she describe her life at that time? 
“Turbulent!” she laughs. 

While the 60s saw her moving into television, she 
continued her film career with the likes of historical epic 
How The West Was Won and then, in 1964, she received 
an Oscar nomination for her title role in The Unsinkable 
Molly Brown, a musical biopic of the American socialite 
and Titanic survivor. 

As the 60s turned into the 70s, Debbie could see 
Hollywood’s golden age slipping away, and hit upon a plan 
to try to preserve a piece of it, purchasing thousands of 
items from an MGM auction with a view to building The 
Hollywood Motion Picture Museum. But disaster struck 
when her second husband, shoe store millionaire Harry

Karl, was forced to file for insolvency. 

“When my husband went bankrupt and lost everything, 
in California it’s community property so they fined me $10 
million and it took me 10 years to pay off that debt,” says 
Debbie, matter-of-factly. “So I’ve had to work constantly to 
survive and rebuild my own financial situation.” 

That bankruptcy has come to define Debbie’s life, to a 
greater or lesser extent, ever since. As well as appearing in 
films, on television and on Broadway, she has spent many 
years tirelessly performing her one-woman variety show at 
venues across the States. 

“In America, I travel 42 weeks of the year,” she says. 
“I’ve been on stage 62 years: movies first and then 
nightclubs and theatre.” And now, for the first time in 
almost four decades, Debbie is bringing her latest show, 
Alive and Fabulous, to the UK, including a date at 
Cambridge Corn Exchange later this month. “It’s a variety 
show. I do a little bit of everything - we run clips from my 
films and I sing along. We do a tribute to Judy Garland, 
who was a great friend of mine, and I do impressions. I 
was lucky to get to meet all the great stars -1 worked with 
Bette Davis and Katharine Hepburn and Mae West and 
Marlene Dietrich, and I do impressions of all of them.”

Shortcuts to propagating 
perfect plants and flowers 


B BC Gardeners'World 
regular Carol Klein 
has been busy taking 
basal cuttings to increase 
her collection of 
perennials, including 
delphiniums, lupins and 
phlox. 

She points out that the beauty 
about basal cuttings is that plants 
can be cloned exactly in this way, 
to give a new plant the exact 
characteristics of its parent, 
whereas if they are grown from 
seed they often lose the special 
traits for which they are valued, 
reverting to the straight species. 

Carol says: “Taking basal 
cuttings is incredibly easy. You 
can take them from plants which 
are really difficult to divide or are 
grown from seed. The best time 
to take basal cuttings is from the 
new growth in spring.” 

Carol hopes her new book 
about propagation, Grow Your 
Own Garden, will encourage 
gardeners who have up to now 
been either too scared or too 
busy to have a go. 

She adds: “It’s hugely satisfying. 
The very first time you get a

cutting to root and then you grow 
it into a big plant, the feeling is 
like nothing else. 

“You can collect seeds from 
many plants which will become 
reasonably true, but if you take 
basal cuttings it means you get 
an exact replica of the parent.” 

She has taken basal cuttings 
from many hardy plants as well 
as dahlia - once the plants have 
started growing in spring. 

“Pot them up, water them well 
and keep them in a warm place 
like a greenhouse or warm 
windowsill, which must be bright 
or the shoots will become long 
and stringy. 

“When the dahlias have made 
three or four inches of growth, 
take a sharp knife like a veg knife 
and push it in between the strong 


shoot and the crown of the plant, 
cutting without damaging the 
tuber.” 

An older plant should give you 
a handful of strong cuttings 
which you should then re-pot, 
preferably in a clay pot. 

“I always put my dahlia 
cuttings into clay pots because I 
find they root much more easily 
because clay’s a natural material, 
the pots are porous and that 
earthiness seems to encourage 
roots to form.” 

Evenly space about five 
cuttings around the edge of a 
15cm (5in) pot filled with gritty 
compost. Carol uses chopsticks 
to make the hole in the compost 
to house the cuttings. Plant them 
in so there’s around an inch of 
cutting below the surface, then 
water them well with a fine rose 
on your watering can. 

“Drench the compost so it will 
settle the compost and cuttings 
down, make sure there are no air 
pockets and put them in as warm 
a place as you have,” she 
explains. 

Some people make little tents 
for the cuttings out of clear 
plastic bags, but Carol says if you 
save a tall punnet from the 


supermarket you can make a 
mini greenhouse out of that or 
use a shower cap to cover them to 
create an environment to retain 
moisture. 

Just make sure the cover is not 
in contact with the foliage or it 
may rot. 

Heated propagators will 
probably take a couple of weeks 
off the rooting time. 

“Make sure the foliage doesn’t 
dry out, so spray it with a fine 
mist from time to time. It will 
take about a month for the 
cuttings to root without any 
bottom heat.” 

When roots appear from the 
hole in the bottom of the pot, re¬ 
pot each cutting, knocking them 
out of the pot carefully and re¬ 
potting each one into their own 
pot. 

She says: “You can plant the 
cuttings later on in the summer 
or carry on growing them on in 
pots and they’ll make decent¬ 
sized tubers and when they die 
down in the autumn, you’ll have 
a good amount of tuber under 
the soil.
